Chicago, July 29.—Eighty deaths, at-

Germans Review Political 
Events of the Second 
Year of War. 


SHARPLY ARRAIGN 


MOTIVES OF FOES 


Enemies Cannot Yet See 
Impossibility of Subju- 
gating Germany. 


Berlin, Juluy 29.—Reviewing the po- 
litical events of the second year of the 
war the German foreign 
office 
has 
given to the Associated Press the fol- 
lowing statement: 


"Unlike the military situation. It is 
not easy to review the developments 
in the confused

events, hut an attempt will be made in 
the following statement to trace

"Whereas Germany's enemies regard 
It quite in order that they demand ter- 
ritorial aggrandisement a t the cost of 
others—like Russia, who wants

who desires Alsace-Ix>rraine and 
the 
left bank of the Rhine, and like Italy, 
who seeks 
Austrian 
territory—they 
grudge Germany even that she strive 
to 
develop 
herselt 
economically in 
peaceable competition and they 
pro-

the world's order of " things. ' 
into Clearer Light. 


"The second war year whose end is 
now 
approaching has 
brought

true aims of our opponents into clearer 
light. 
In Russia this Is openly

Norfolk, Va., July 29.—Federal Judge 
^^'addill today decided the libel proceed- 
ings for possession of the captured Brit- 
ish liner Appam in favor of the English 
owners and against the German prize 
crew which brought her here. 


The court held that the German gov- 
ernment lost all legal claim to the Ap- 
pam and her cargo as prizes of 
war 
when Lieut. Berg and his prize crew on 
last February 1 brought the vessel to 
the neutral waters of Hampton Roads 
with the intention of "laying up"' the 
vessel indefinitely. 


The court held further that the Prus- 
sian-American treaty of 1799, renewed 
in 1828, does not apply or control in the 
case so as to guarantee the prize crew 
a.'sylum in United States waters. 
Tliat 
the action of the German prize court in 
declaring the Appam a prize while the 
case was 
In litigation 
in the 
United 
States court has no effect on the juris- 
diction of the coiu-ts; that the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States courts in the 
case is established by a long

Sizzling Fort Wayne Saturday mop 
ped the perspiration from its brow and 
tried to forget the intense beat from 
which, 
according 
to 
the 
weatherman, 
there is no relief in sight. 


In a vain efTort to dampen its burn- 
ing weather troubles Fort Wayne 
has 
used nearly forty-two million 
gallons 
of water during the past week. 
Six mil- 
lion gallons of water a day, the full ca- 
pacity of the three big pumps, has been 
the consumption of the past three duj's. 


During 
the 
heat 
of 
the 
afternooi; 
thirsty Fort Wayne has been using more 
water than the two steam pumps and 
one giant electric piunp could throw out. 
Slowly inch by inch the water falls in 
the big reservoir 
through 
tlie 
hottest 
hours. 
There is a drop of nearly five 
feet before nightfall 
and

dogged 
pumps doing their best all the while. 


There is no danger of a water famine, 
however, the water sources of the city 
being limitless.

Execution of English Sea 
Captain in Line With 
Prize Rules. 


Berlin, July 28.—(Via 
London, July 
29, 
12:35 p. m.)—The 
e.vecution 
at 
Bruges on July 27, of Captain Charles 
R. Fryatt 
of 
the 
British 
steamship 
Brussels, after trial by court martial for 
attempting to ram a German submarine, 
denotes a new phase in the controversy 
over the sea 
rights 
of 
merchantmen. 
The German 
government prize regula- 
tions issued before the beginning of the 
war, adopted the 
principle that 
mer- 
chantmen were not 
entitled to commit 
acts of war and it threatened to treat 
as pirates those attempting to do so. 


The execution of Captain Fryatt, Ger- 
man officials contend, is in accord with 
that principle, which, according to the 
German view, 
merely 
extends to sea 
warfare the principles already control- 
ling Franc-tierur activity on land. 


It is hoped in official circles here that 
this case will lead to a definite clearing 
up of the question of merchantmen act- 
ing at intermittent times as war vessels. 


War Council Approved XL 


London, July 29.—According to a re- 
port from Maestricht, Holland, forward- 
ed by the Hague correspondent of 
the 
Exchange Telegraph company, the ques- 
tion of Captain Fryatt's execution was 
discussed at the imperial German head- 
quarters in reply to a telegram from the 
Dnke of Wuerttemburg, announcing the 
sentence and asking for its confirmation. 
This Iras telemphed 
immediately by 
the , war council which included Emperor

"It Is not enough that the world 
must be shaken 
by

thereafter enjoy a permanent peace if 
the will of the entente powers prevails, 
for the decision of tho economic con- 
ference does not signify an economic 
peace, but a permanent economic war- 
fare which wJJl never permit the world 
to come to rest upon the basis of 
peaceful competition." 


"This shows at the same time that 
the words of the entente powers about 
flghtlhg 
for the rights of smaller na- 
tions and International order are sim- 
ply sounds, for when Germany's ene- 
mies seek to control neutral trade they 
simply ignore the 
rights 
of 
other 
countries and base not on the princi- 
ple of right but upon pure miglit, pre- 
cisely what they alleged they want to 
abolish. 


"The second year of the war, there- 
fore, shows that our enemies are pre- 
cisely what they all along wrongly ap- 
proached Germany with being, namely, 
disturbers of the peace—Russia, through 
her unbridled passion for extending her 
borders; England,• through being uncon- 
trollable for dominating alone the eco- 
nomic world, and France 
through her 
passion for revenge. 


"The American citieen 
knows what 
damage has been inflicted on his trade, 
inflicted by the illegal blockade, through 
violations of the postal convention and 
other measures of England like that of 
blacklisting firms. In spite of his own 
C 
ower 
he has borne 
hitherto 
many 
uniiliations with 
surprising 
patience 
and perhaps in silent 
ádmiration for 
foreign power.

Germany's sea power, which 
is undoubtedly unpleasant to our ene- 
mies, is a counter weight to England's 
arbitrary domination of the seas and it 
will be to the advantage of the whole 
world. 


"At the opening of the third year of 
the war, Germany is able to look back

water and land, which are not without 
political importance. 


"Germany and her allies 
remained 
firmly united during the past year in 
bonds of friendship and common inter- 
ests. 
Bulgaria, as the fourth member, 
entered the alliance in October, 1915, af- 
ter having satisfactorily arranged mat- 
ters with Turkey. 
Through the acces- 
sion of Bulgaria, which resulted in the 
subjugation of Serbia, the way 
was 
opened for the central powers from Ber- 
lin to Constantinople and to Bagdad, an 
event of far-reaching importance. Build- 
ing upon what she already has achieved, 
Germany treads the 
threshold of tho 
third year of the 
war with unshaken 
confidence.

merely uses the name of Mrs. Smith 
as 
tvpifying thousands 
of 
American 
moth¿rs. 
After quoting Mrs 
Smith s 
letter and the answer from the presi- 
dent, the World says editorially: 


"If Mrs. Henry Smith were a wise 
woman she would not be writing to the 
president, bewailing the trifling hard- 
ships to which her son is obliged to sub- 
mit as a member of the national guard. 
She would be down on her knees thank- 
ing God that the president is exerting 
every honorable effort to bring about a 
peaceful solution of the difficulties with 
Mexico, and that her boy Is not already 
on the firing line with the boys of 400,- 
000 other American mothers. 


"The hardships to which the national 
guard is subjected on the Texas frontier 
are about equal to the hardships of an 
ordinarily 
strenuous 
vacation 
in 
the 
Maine or Minnesota woods but war ia 
serious 
business. 
When 
^Mrs. 
Henry 
Smith thinks about the 
petty 
incon- 
veniences to which her son is subjected, 
let her think also of the millions of boys 
in Europe who are in the trenches and 
who are dying daily by the thousands in 
the midst of the most ghastly warfare 
known to human history. 


"Let her think of the boy.s lying on 
the field with arms and legs blown off, 
perishing in horrible agony for the lack 
of 
medical assistance which can 
not 
reach them. 


"Let her think of the millions of boys 
in Europe who, after this war is over, 
will be crippled for life, or, with health 
shattered, doomed to eke out a wretched 
existence as hopeless invalids. 


"I.«t her think 
of 
the 
millions of 
mothers who are not worrying because 
their boys have to eat army rations, but 
who are worried day and night lest they 
will never see their boys again alive. 


"Let her try to visualize the hourly 
terrors of war in which 8,000,000 or 10,- 
000,000 men have already been killed or 
wounded—most of them boys, like her 
boy. 


"Tlien let her remember that except 
for the statesmanship of Woodrow Wil- 
son the body of her own son might be 
lying today in an unmarked grave In 
Flandersv or France. 


"Mrs. Henry Smith, with true ma- 
ternal solicitude, naturally thinks it Is 
a great nuisance that her boy should 
have to swelter in the heat of a Texas 
summer and live off coarse food, and so 
it is, but the troubles of her son are 
very small in comparison with 
what 
tbey would be if the United States had 
undertaken armed intervention in Mex- 
ico. 
Her own troubles, too, are very 
small in comparison with 
what they 
M'ould be if she were watching the news- 
papers every day for the lists of dead 
and wounded in the 
fighting. 


"There are millions of Mrs. Smiths in 
this country with bo}'s who would be 
subject to military duty if the United 
.States went to war. When they are dis- 
posed to find fault with the policies of 
the president, let them nevóte a little 
prayerful consideration to the millions 
of Mrs. Henry Smiths in Europe, whose 
boys ate now only memories. 
But for 
President Wilson these American moth- 
ers would be drinking the bitter dregu 
of that samp cup."

The doctors say Hinterliter's Ignorance 
of the instrument probably caused him 
to blow into it. 


Hinterliter, under arrest here, refuses 
to throw any light on the affair, main- 
taining he knows nothing of the case 
other than that the ^ r l fainted while 
she was riding with him. 


The accused boy lived, before arrest, 
^vith his mother and brother in 
the 
Texas school district, call "Hell Texas" 
because of the rough tactics of the boys 
who live there.

HEIIOES OF PEACE 


AS m 
^ 
OF WAR 


Cleveland Workmen Went 
to Death in Giving City 
Water Supply. 


Cleveland, O., July 29,—Death in a 
grave of water and heavy gas is the 
sacrifice of men who work to supply a 
big city with water! 


Heroes of peace they are—martyrs 
for the public good! 


This was never more plainly shown 
than when more than a score-of men 
were choked to death 150 feet below the 
surface of Lake Erie and five miles 
from shore while building a tunnel to 
a crib that will supply water for Cleve- 
land. 


In every case where lake cities se- 
cure water from cribs far out in the 
lake the same danger exists. 


Men who work in the tunnels know 
the danger. 
Many have died before 
them. 


In this latest accident the martyrs 
were the men who died. 
The heroes 
wire the men who dasiied into the tun- 
nel In an effort to rescue féllow work- 
men, knowing 
they, 
too, 
might be 
choked to death or buried under 
a 
cave-in from the bottom of the lake. 


In the construction 
of Vils water 
supply system, two shafts are sunk— 
one on shore, the other from five to 
eight miles out in the lake. 


On the surface of the lake is a crib 


which 
looks like a lighthouse. 
Be- 
neath it, reaching into the bottom of 
the lake is the shaft. 


From both ends, men are set to work 
digging a horizontal tunnel to meet 
each 
other 
somewhere 
beneath 
the 
lake. 
Air chambers are dug out at 
dangerous places and pressure of 20 to 
30 pounds per square inch supplied to 
the chambers to keep the tunnel from 
caving in on the workmen. 


The ground under the laKe Is spot- 
ted with gas pockets, which the dig- 
gers may strike at any time. 
That is 
one of the roads to death the workmen 
know they may take when they enter 
the shaft each day. 


There is no telephone or telegraph 
communication between the crib and 
the land or to the workmen. 


The men working from the crib to- 
ward land have no way of notifying 
their comrades, who are working from 
land to meet them, of any accident. In 
the latest accident workers struck a 
gas pocket and more than a score were 


overcome by poisonous fumes in' the 
two hours that 
elapsed before 
men 
who were in the crib learned of the ac- 
cident.

club at an annual salary said to be in 
excess of Herzog's stipend in the same 
position, bringing the amount somewhere 
in the neighborhood of $40,000.

more than $75,000 was involved in tlie deal 
although the shifting of contracts makes 
the actual outlay of money less than this 
amount. 


Weeghman. of Chicago, and Ebbets. of 
Brooltlyn. offered about $30,000 each for 
the privilege of doing business with Her- 
zog without success. 
The former then 
proceded to purchase in other 
quarters 
and In a short time had 
accummulated 
Wortman. Kelly, Molhvitz and Carter at 
an expense reported to be in- excess of 
$80.000. These amounts savor of the days 
when the Feds were busy bidding against 
organized 
baseball 
and. 
after 
making 
reasonable 
allowance 
for 
exaggeration, 
lead to the belief that somebody must be 
making money in baseball notwithstand- 
ing the copious rainy spells, wars, movies 
and other factors which were supposed to 
be curtailing gate receipts.

At once stir in two cups of 
sugar, and without 
reheating in the 
least pour into mold or dish.

ways. The Bond patients will receive the best 
of care, and, in the case of the mother and 
elder daughter, are responding well to treat- 
ment. 
The mother Is quite frail and spends 
most of her time In bed. 
The elder daughter 
Is doing quite well in a physical way. 
The 
younger Is extremely thin and badly run down 
physically." 


Jkiary Bond, the principal In this strange ex- 
perlence, has never worn shoes. Becoming an 
Invalid when a babe, and never being able to 
walk, the parents found footwear useless and 
an unnecessary expense. 
As a result, in her 
forty-six years of existence she has never worn 
shoes of any description. Her case has excited 
wide interest and many inquiries have been di- 
rected to Supt. Gahagan in regard to her condU 
lion and chances for surviving.

"Washington is much pained to note that President Wilson's se- 


lections for membership on tho farm loan board created under the 
new rural credit law .are without exception men who did not have a 
great deal of congressional backing for the places. The nominees— 
Charles E. Lobell, of Great Bend, Kan.; George W. Norm, of Phila- 
delphia; William S. A". Smith, of Sioux City, Iowa, and Herbert Quick, 
of Berkley Springs, W. Va.—are distinctly Wilsouian selections. They 
are the president's choice for the jobs. How good his judgment will 
prove to be, and how well they will measure up to their untried tasks, 
cannot, of course, be foretold, but the president's course in declining 
to regard these places as party patronage to be doled out in response 
to pleas for political effect is at least encouraging.

interesting. Mr. Lobell is a student of farmers' problems and has had 
extensive experience in loans on farm lands. He was a farmer before 
Studying law, served in the Kansas legislature for ten years and was 
speaker of the Kansas house in 1895.

She had been in this narrow apart- 
ment for twenty-six years, according to testi- 
mony. Her only attendants were the mother

- with her. The minds of both had been stricken 


as a result of the patient care of the younger 
chilfl. If was a pathetic sequel to a quarter of 
a century of self-sacrifice, 


Mary Bond was kept from the knowledge of 


the inquisitive and gossiping public by her sad- 
dened parents and sister, and their efforts met 
with greater success than many of the wealthy 
class, who strive to keep some family secret 
They probably would have been successful in 


o the end but for tho 


tened to with absorbing interest by judge, Jury, 
physicians and the throng that packed th* 
room. He "was asked by the judge to go back 
to the beginning and relate every detail of the 
family history that was known to him In order 
to supply a complete record, not only for his 
own court, but also for the Hospital of the 
Insane, to which the strangely constituted trio 
were destined, 


Edwards complied, and his remarkable tale 


created general amazement, even among tha 
veteran attaches of the court. 
And this was 


Edwards' story: 


William Bond and wife, the parents of Mary 


and Addie Bond, were natives of New Jersey, 
residing in Newark. The head of the family 
was employed In a factory there for a number 
of years, but found it difficult to make ends 
meet and supply comforts for his little family. 
Both the husband and wife were hard-working, 
God-fearing people, attending strictly to their 
own business, and seeking favors or charity 
from no one. 
Their first great affliction, and 


which developed 'into an almost overpowering 
one, came when Mary, the youngest daughter, 
•was stricken with spinal ^meningitis when she 
was 18 months of age. There was no cure and 
she became helpless. 


Her condition added to the distress of the 


parents. It was decided that something must 
be done to increase the family income, and, 
acting upon'the advi-o of a friend, Bond and 
his wife decided to emigrate to Central Illinois 
and engage in farming. Mary was becoming a 
greater care. Her mind was falling with her 
body, and the parents found it necessary to 
keep her hidden from view in order to prevent 
the unpleasant comment of the neighbors. 


It was impossible to keep all knowledge of 


the condition of the child from the people of 
the vicinity, but they hoped that upon a. farm, 
remote from other families, It might be possible.

There came, at last, a complete breakdown. Tho 
long years of constant caro of the younger 
daughter, finally, had its effect. 
Mary Bond 


was now 45 years of age, yet still sho lived, a 
prisoner In a farm, unknown to tho world and 
not knowing anything 
of the world. The 


mother was not violent, but queer and eccentric. 
Thp married daughter and her husband accept- 
ed tho new burden with their usual stolidity, 
and tho life In the Bond family went on with 
the same monotony, but still without informing 
the neighbors of what was transpiring. 


Then came another change. The mind of the 


married daughter began to be affected. 
The 


burden ol caring for Mary and also the mother 
sapped the mentality of the wife of John Ed-

in tho automobile were roused from their stupor 


John Edwards now alone with the cur- 


tained closet of mystery. 


and ran to the house to rescue the Ions-hidden 
prisoner. The two attacked the officers fiercely, 
one of the deputies being severely scratch*! 
and bitten before the frenzied women could b» 
subdued. Edwards was able to quiet them and 
then the strange journey to tho Counnouse 
was commenced. 


Unable to sit in a chair, having lain for so 


long upon the mattress in her darkened room, 
Mary Bond was deposited upon the floor. While 
Edwards was telling his narrative in court sh» 
lay without any apparent interest in the pro- 
ceedings. Most of the time her arm was over 
her face, and she huddled up as if anxious to 
conceal herself. 


There was no dissent among the physicians 


and jurymen who heard- the testimony, and th« 
extraordinary trio were at once committed to 
the Elgin Hospital for the Insane.

When 
asked, to make a statement of their cases, he 
said: 


"While It is very remarkable at times, it Is 


not unusual to find these various odd methods 
of living among the insane. While not com- 
paring this case, many examples of insanity 
are found among vagrants and tramps, appar- 
ently having drifted through lack of interest 
Into the direction of least resistance, and are 
merely roving. 
Others, because of 
circum- 


stances at home, might find conditions suitabla 
und present an eccentric make-up in other 
ways. The Bond patients will receive the best 
of care, and, in the case of the mother and 
elder daughter, - are responding well to treat- 
ment. The mother is quite frail and spends 
most of her time In bed. The elder daughter 
is doing quite well In a. physical way. 
The 


younger is extremely thin and badly run down 
physically." 


Mary Bond, the principal In this strange ex- 


perience, has never worn shoes. Becoming an 
invalid when a babe, and never being ablo to 
walk, the parents found footwear useless and 
an unnecessary expense. As a result, in her 
forty-six years of existence she has never worn 
shoes of any description. Her case has excited 
wide interest and many inquiries have been di- 
rected to Supt. Gahagan in regard to her condi- 
tion and chances for surviving. 


She has furnished the Illinois insane records 


the most extraordinary case and one that will 
create comment and discussion among alienists 
for many years to come. John Edwards • now 
lives alone in the farmhouse near Elburn. Ha 
is patiently awaiting the outcome of the treat- 
ment of his wife.
